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to coerce and inveigle Wong Wah 


is no apparent reason to express doubt that he, wearing a recorder, 


would incuipate himself ina ‘narcotics scneme”. The only illegality 


of the scheme would be his over- reaching and attempting to coerce 
appellant Wong Wah, and the record is replete with sucn efforts on 
the part of both investigators, Granelli and Kibble.
